ty for a visit to n logingcamp in the town of Ed- 
dingtou. The day was bright and pleasant and 
the pleasure of the visit for surpassing that of 
partaking of the luxuries of any of the hotels 
in our vicinity.

— two logs about four feet long are placed cross- 
ways, and about 8 feet apart, upon these ate roll- 
ed two large hard wood logs about ten feet long, 
and two feet apart, and this place is fitted with 
huge bians, and small wood, while underneath 
there is glowing bushels of live coals. This 
tire is kept up night and day. At the end ol 
the camp opposite the door is ^he table with a 
long bench upon each side. 
Each man has a 


tin plate and pint dipper with the necessary im- 
plements tor table use. 
One side oi the camp 


is appropriated to the sleeping department, be- 
tween which and the fire is a long permanent 
beat known from time immemorial as the 'dea- 
con seat.' In this space, say seven feet wide, 
and the length of the camp, is placed a bed of 
hemlock boughs, blankets, buffalo skius, &c. — 
Here the whole company sleep with their feet to 
the fire On the opposite side of the camp is 
stowed the beef, pork, molasses, meal, beans and 
flour barrels, and the necessary utensils for 
cooking. 
There ii a passage way all around 


tne fire, and the cellar is a hole dug under the 
table. 


The presiding "genius of this establishment is 


the cook, who is always kpown and addressed 
by the title ot 'Captain.' 
He prides himself 


upon the excellence of his baked beans, his 
'light' bread, and strong tea ; and well he may, 
for in these matters he excels. The beans are 
baked either bv burying the pot containing them 
in a large hole dug in the camp, and filled with 
hot ashes and coals, or suspended over night 
over the great fire. The tea is thoroughly boil- 
ed and sweetened with molasses. 
The warm 


cases are mixed with abundance of Saleratus, 
and cooked in tin bakf-rs before the fire. 


The 'captain' at the carnp we visited was a 


sleek looking man, his beard closely shaven, and 
his locks and whiskers were in the neatest con- 
d lion. The women of our party were well 
p>eased with Ins cooking, and the whole party 
enjoyed an excellent dinner wliwh was served 
up in a few minutes and without unnecessary 
ceremony. 


This is the winter habitation of a dozen men, 


who irom eaily djwn to night fall pursue their 
labor m felling trees, and preparing timber for 
t.ie market 
Disease rarely attacks them, and 


vigorous exercise, pure air and simple food give 
them strength and health. 


Ailer the labors of the day are over and the 


evening meal dispatched, the pipe is resorted to, 
and the party reclining upon their couch spend 
the evening in reading, conversation, |okes and 
games until one after another drops off in sleep
